Our Lord’s Temptations 

It seems strange to think that the Son of God could 
ever have been tempted. But the record is before us 
in the Word of God; it will be studied throughout the 
world in the Sunday-school lesson of January 12. 
When Christ condescended to become man he accepted 
‘temptation as part of the human experience he was 
to have. The Holy Spirit, having come upon him at 
his baptism, deliberately led him “into the wilderness 
to be tempted of the devil.”- But how could the sin- 
less Christ be tempted by Satan in any way that meant 
‘real temptation? Temptation can be of two sorts: 
reaching out after that which we know to be wrong; 


_ and reaching out after that which we know to be right, 


but in a wrong way, or even in a right way at a wrong 
time. The latter sort of temptation was the only: kind 
that could be brought to Christ.. In the Bible notes. 
of. the late Dr. Griffith Thomas is.a comment on this, 
rich -and ‘illuminating. “There can be no temptation 
where there is no desire to respond. Some things are 
wrong per se, others. only wrong under circumstances. 
The. desire for: wrong things is a proof of sinful na- 
ture, and no: sinless being could be tempted to desire 
such. : In other temptations the object desired is right, 
but circumstances are wrong as means. Now see how 
Satan’s temptations were harmless as to objects but 
wrong as to means. 1. Personal Life. Christ was con- 
scious of. spiritual power after the descent of the 
Holy Spirit upon him in baptism. What were the lim- 
its of its use?) What were the wrong and right uses 
of that power? Could he use it to supply natural 


needs? Satan said, in effect: If that testimony was 
true at the baptism (‘This is my beloved Son’), com- 
mand bread from these stones! But Christ rejects; 
not because wrong per. se, but because it would” be 
forsaking the path of reliance on God, the primary 
condition of his assuming humanity. 2. Jewish Mes- 
siahship. Why was he taken to the temple? He 
could have cast himself down from any mountain, if 
that were all. But the temple was the heart and center 
of Jewish life, and so’ Satan suggested a marvelous 
act in sight of the Jews in order to win them as fol- 
lowers. 3. Universal Saviourhood, Satan said in effect: 
You want universal rule, and here you may have it 
at once, by bowing down and worshiping me. Christ 
yearned to save and bless, and saw his way as long 
and hard. But spiritual work must be done by spir- 
itual means. So let us look for God’s will as revealed 
in his Word. Be saturated with Scripture, and so see 
the speciousness and shallowness of temptations. “Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart, that I might not sin 
against thee,’”

I am sure there are many who can 
thankfully attest that they were brought nearer to God 
by some short, sharp sorrow than by long days - of 
prosperity. Take care that you do not waste your 
sorrows; that you do not let the precious gifts of dis- 
appointment, pain; loss, loneliness, ill health, or sim- 
ilar afflictions that come into your daily life mar you 
instead of mending you. .; See that they send:you nearer 
to God, and not that they drive you farther from Him.” 


What Is the Missionary Situation Today? 


HERE are outstanding features readily discerni- 

I ble on-the. missionary horizon of the past year, 

upon which we may do well to reflect before 
turning our thought forward to the untrodden year 
that lies just ahead. We find abundant cause for 
devout thanksgiving to God in these. 

1. The world-wide open door for missionary work 
‘has been maintained in spite of the determined efforts 
of Satan to close it in some quarters. Particularly 
has this been so in China, where the continuance of 
missionary effort was seriously threatened only two 
years ago and a grave crisis faced both the missionary 
body and the Chinese Church. But God heard and 
answered prayer, with the result that the churches 
of China have been purified -and strengthened by the 
fires of affliction, while the doors have been flung wide 
open again for missionaries to return to their labors. 

Soviet Russia is another example of how God has 
rendered impotent the hand of the. enemy raised to 
obstruct the progress of the Gospel. In the face of 
the Soviet government’s well-known bitter hatred of. 
‘Christianity, and its persisterit efforts to stamp out 
all religious worship and preaching, word comes of a 
remarkable indigenous movement in Russia for the 
-propogation of Christian teaching by means of a co- 
ordinated system of native preachers who are doing 
voluntary service of a quiet but aggressive character. 
This movement is said to have extended beyond Euro- 

n Russia into Siberia, Russian Turkestan and 

ungaria, and 400 Christian communities are actually 
reported within Russian Altai. : 

2. Contributing to the further widening of the open 
door for missions is the recent phenomenal extension 
of rail and other road communications in the interior 
of Morocco, Algeria and Lybia, in North Africa, now 
under Spanish, French and Italian control. These 
and similar developments in other parts of Africa 
make practicable the rapid evangelization of that huge 
continent as never before. 

Of the same order is the remarkable improvemetit 


in transportation in China, even during the past year 
or two of upheaval, whereby in province after prov- 
ince hundreds of miles of modern motor roads have 
been constructed. This veritable revolution in inland 
transportation has the most intimate bearing upon the 
evangelization of that greatest of all mission fields. 

And such changes in Africa and China are but 
a part of a general multiplying of means of access 
and communication and of other material facilities 
by which the entire world is being brought speedily 
within reach of the Gospel. 


3. But an even greater cause for praise and re- 
joicing than new open doors and material facilities is 
the new open-mindedness of multitudes to the Chris- 
tian message. Of this there have been cheering evi- 
dences in not a few fields during the past year. The 
terrible 9 erings and losses inflicted upon China by 
ruthless’ litarism and bloody banditry have chas- 
tened / arts of many of her unhappy people, ren- 
dering them more susceptible to the Gospel than ever 
before. Reports from station after station, since the 
return inland of the missionaries after~the evacua- 
tion period, speak of incréased attendance and inter- 
est in the preachirg services and a new spirit of 
earnest concern awdkened in the hearts of many. 

A missionary leader. of long experience in South 
America writes that a great change has begun ’to 
show itself in the attitude ‘of the intellectual circles 
there toward religion,« The old materialistic philoso- 
phy of life which has controlled their minds is giving 
oe to a new and serious attention to spiritual values. 

iterary magazines and neweeeers are freely print- 
ing articles on religion, and there are clear evidences 
of an awakened interest in Christianity and Christ. 
Remarkable success has attended the efforts of Chris- 
tian lecturers and evangelists, such as the Rev. Harry 
Strachan, on recent extended tours. Their ‘meetings 
drew large crowds and made a deep impression. 

Even from fanatical Mohammedan Morocco, one of 
the hardest of the fields, comes cheering word that 
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opposition is gradually breaking down, and mission- 
aries on evangelistic tours in the interior are able to 
distribute Scriptures freely and are finding many will- 
ing listeners to their message. 

4. Last to mention, but best of all, the year has seen 
the beginnings of new advance in a number of fields 
looking toward their more complete evangelization. 
In China the China Inland Mission has prayerfully 
undertaken a daring forward movement having as its 
aim the carrying of the Gospel with all possible speed 
to every unreached part of China proper and its vast 
outlying dependencies, and is. appealing for 200 new 
workers from home within two years. 

From Japan comes the news of a fresh and vigorous 
program of nation-wide evangelism begun by the Jap- 
anese churches, while the churches of Korea are con- 
tinuing in their ever-expanding Gospel witness. 

Finally, the year. 1929 has witnessed the pushing for- 
ward appreciably of plans and efforts. in behalf of 
the utterly neglected parts of the world, notably the 
Moslem and Buddhist countries of Central Asia, the 
great primitive Indian region of the Amazon Valley, 
certain tribal sections of inland Africa, and several 
islands of the East Indian Archipelago. Nor should 
mention be omitted. of the launching of “The Million 
Testaments Campaign for Latin-American Lands,” 
following closely upon the completion of a similar 
distribution of Scriptures throughout China, or of the 
splendid achievement of the Bible Societies in having 
published for world-wide circulation during the past 
twelve months 36,500,000 copies of the Scriptures, an 
actual average of about 70 per minute night and day. 

For all these continued and new Gospel activities, 
and for the hopes they inspire of greater and better 
_ things to come, let us fervently praise God. ; 
' There are other features of the missionary history 
of 1929 that call for humiliation before God rather 
than for thanksgiving. Among these. are: 


1. The sterility of religious profession in America, 
as illustrated by the astounding statement from a 
creditable source that during the recent year 60,000 
churches failed to record a single convert. 


2. The serious falling off in the number of mission- 
ary recruits from the colleges and seminaries, and the 
growing indifference ‘of the professedly Christian stu- 
dent body toward, missionary appeal. 

3. The restraint of adequate missionary giving, caus- 
ing serious embarrassment. to mission boards and. cur- 
tailment of their operations, and this at a time of 
abounding wealth and prosperity. 

Much of this, one is persuaded, may be traced to 
the sapping of the vitality of Christian faith and ex- 
perience by the blighting influence of Modernism. 

And now let us look forward to the new year, 


1. The whole situation calls loudly for the restora- 
tion of simple and direct evangelism to its rightful 
place at the center of all missionary effort. Such is 
undeniably the place it holds in Christ’s great com- 
mission, given for all time. Such was its place in the 
missionary work of the New Testament Church, and 
with attendant results that transcend those of any 
succeeding generation. The substitution of any other 
policy or method of work has signally failed of 
achieving anything like equal returns for the energy 
and money expended. -What every class of people in 
every land needs most of all, and what will exert 
the profoundest influence for good upon individuals, 
communities, and nations. everywhere, is the direct 
preaching of the old Gospel of salvation through 
Christ by men’ and women who have experienced its 
power and have a passion for souls. 

A Korean Christian leader in high position said 
in a recent address before the National Christian 
Council of Korea: “The chief emphasis in our work 
should be evangelism. .We rejoice: that the Gospel 
has proven the power of God to transform, purify 
and: ennoble the lives of multitudes in Korea... . 
We believe that the supreme need today is for a 
re-emphasis upon the actual preaching of the Gospel 
itself, especially upon. personal effort.to bring the un- 
saved to Christ.” #Can anyone fail to recognize that 
it is the faithfulness with which this policy has been 
carried out in Korea that accounts for the wonderful 
success of missionary work and the phenomenal growth 
of the work in that. field?:. If Korea’s apostolic pro- 
gram had been’ the generally adopted program in 
missionary work it is certain that.results today would 
be infinitely greater than they are, and the world’s 
problems would be much nearer solution. 


2. The tide of missionary opportunity the world 
over has reached its crest, and unless taken to fuller 
advantage promptly it will. recede never to rise so 
high again. No. one familiar with the world field of 
missions can fail to recognize in the.new and rapid 
growth of nationalism among all the nations of Asia, 
in the increasingly complicated relations between 
Eastern and Western governments, in the baneful in- 
fluences upon Africa, Asia, and the Island world of 
the immoral lives of godless Westerners and of im- 
ported Western vices, in the unfavorable impressions 
regarding Christianity made upon Oriental students 
and other visitors in their contacts with life in Amer- 
ica and Europe, and: im the displacement of old religions 
and superstitions by rationalistic philosophies and in 
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many quarters by the pernicious teachings of Bol- 
shevism, ominous indications that the day of greatest 
opportunity for the missionary to influence the people 
of the Eastern world is fast running out. The hitherto 
plastic Orient is rapidly hardening in a new mold. 

Speaking of the new and hopeful attitude, in some 
respects, of the intellectuals of Latin America toward 
Christian truth, a well-known missionary there warns 
of the threatened deviation of the new religious cur- 
rent into other channels. “Is the rising flood-tide 
of spiritua! unrest,” he asks, “to be diverted inte 
the broken cistezas of spiritism and theosophy? These 
two: quasi-religious. systems are becoming menacingly 
potent in Latin America.” 

An equally well-known missionary writer on the 
Near East tells of the startling changes taking place 
there, whereby every vestige of Orientalism is being 
swept away, the influence of Islam is fast waning, 
and Western civilization is carrying all before it, But 
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he adds these significant words: “But a change from 
Mohammedanism to materialism does not mean prog- 
ress. No people can find a permanent home in secular- 
ism. Christianity alone can meet the need. The 
Moslem world waits for an adequate presentation of 
the Christian faith, The opportunity of these trarisi- 
tion days is immense. The church must therefore 
enter now upon’ the task or fail all along the line.” 
In the light of all this—-and much _ besides— 
URGENCY is the word written large over the mission- 
ary enterprise at this moment in every part of the 
world. What we would do we must do promptly if 
at all. To this end many of spiritual vision plead 
fer unceasing prayer for a mighty spiritual revival 
in the true body of Christ, that will issue in renewed 
consecration to God of life, talent, treasure, and 
everything, and a fresh enthusiasm for the salvation 
~ the millions in every land who are still without 
rist. 








Science and Evolution 


A letter from Miss Christabel Pankhurst, written 
while on her present: speaking tour through the United 
States, contains che following: 


How interesting is thé report of Mr. S. I. Miller 
of the United States National Museum on the evolu- 
tionary theory of man’s descent! Science seems 
to be tending in that direction now, and the evolu- 
tionary, like all other scientific hypotheses, is under 
reconsideration by the newer generation of scientists. 
I am sending for the report, and will discuss it in 
a Sunpay ScHoot TIMEs article, 


It will be remembered that last winter Dr, Austin 
H. Clark, the well-known biologist of the United 
States National Museum, threw consternation into 
the camp of evolutionists by his ‘statement that “so 
far as concerns the major groups of animals, the 
creationists seem to have the better of the argument. 
There is not the slightest evidence that any one of 
the major groups arose from any other, Each is a 
special. animal — complex, related more or less closely 
to all the rest, and appearing, therefore, as a special 
and distinct creation.” On Dr. Clark’s statement the 
Associated Press Dispatch commented: “Dr. Clark’s 
conception is that man appeared on earth substantially 
as he is today. In the ancient fragmentary. bones 
which have been dug up by anthropologists, Dr. Clark 
sees no evidence of a ‘missing link’ between man and 
monkey.” Readers of the Times will await with much 
interest Miss Pankhurst’s comment on the still later 
utterance from the Smithsonian Institution. Her 
series of articles now running in the Times, on 
“Current Events in the Light of Bible Prophecy,” 
are unusual and illuminating from the standpoint of 
a wide knowledge of what is happening throughout 
the world as viewed by a reverent believer in God’s 
Word. The next article by Miss Pankhurst in the 
Times will be entitled “Is Civitizatien Saving the 
World?” and will appear in an early issue.

I have been so accustomed to regard THE SuNDAY

17, page 445, “But when his blood had been shed 
on. the cross no further sacrifice had any place in 
God’s plans,” I feared that unless further explanation 
were made of the blood offerings referred to. in Eze- 
kiel 43 .and subsequent chapters, surely in God’s 

lans, Sonfusion might ‘arise in the minds of some. 
have lookcd upon these as memorial, as those pre- 

vious to Christ’s sacrifice on the cross were antici- 

patory—A New Brunswick, Can., reader. 

These readers are right in calling attention to what 
will be, as many sound students of the Bible believe, 
blood sacrifice’ directed of God in a future temple 
on earth: The editorial note was written to call 
attention to the uniqueness, the sufficiency, and the 
finality of the blood sacrifice made by Christ the Son 
of God and Lamb of God ‘on Calvary. <A statement 
by the great theologian Warfield was quoted, that 
“wherever the Christian religion went, there blood- 
sacrifice ceased to be offered —just as the tapers go 
out when the sun rises. Christ’s death was’ recognized 
everywhere where it became known as the reality of 
which they were the shadows. Having offered his 
own body once for all, and by this one offering per- 


fected forever them that are sanctified, it was well 
understood that there remained no more offering for 
sin. ‘The death of Christ,’ says Harnack — ‘of this 
there can be no doubt — made an end. to blood-sac- 
rifices in the history of religion.” This has been 
true of the effect of the preaching of the Gospel 
throughout the world, up to this time. But it is 
also true, as these readers point out, that a time is 
evidently coming in God’s program for Israel on earth 
when. animal blood sacrifices will be restored in a re- 
built temple at Jerusalem, .and-this should have been 
recognized in the editorial note in the Times. Those 
future blood sacrifices cannot, of course,. add in any 


way to the sufficiency, or affect in any way the finality, . 


of the unique sacrifice of the blood of Christ on the 
cross. It is believed, as pointed out in the Scofield 
Reference Bible, that “doubtless these offerings will 
be memorial, looking. back to the cross, as the offer- 
ings under the old covenant were anticipatory, look- 
ing forward. to the cross. In neither case have animal 
— power to put away sin (Heb. 10:4; Rom. 
San). 

The Commentary .by Jamieson, Fausset and Brown 
gives the same interpretation more fully: “It is 
possible that they might exist with a retrospective 
reference to Christ’s sufferings, as the Levitical sac- 
rifices had’ a prospective reference to them; not pro- 
pitiatory in themselves, but memorials to keep up the 
remembrance of His propitiatory sufferings, which 
form the foundation of His kingdom, lest they should 
be lost sight of ‘in the glory of that kingdom.”

Thus we find him 6ne morning in May setting 
forth on his long “tramp, without even a guide, only 
a stout stick with which to feel his way. The 
Chang clan’ was large and fairly well-to-do. They 
saw to it that he was provided with a little money 
and warm clothes, for the nights at that time of the 
‘year were very cold.” : 


Stripped and Beaten by Robbers 

All went well for the first part of the journey, but 
when still more than a day’s journey from Mukden 
he was suddenly set upon by robbers who took from 
him his little hoard of money, stripped him of his 


warm clothing, and left him bruised and helpless by . 


the roadside. Trembling with cold and rage he 
pressed on. That night his only resting place was 
the cold brick floor of a wayside temple. Here he 
contracted that dread disease of the East — dysentery. 


‘How he madé the rest of his way.to the hospital in , 


Mukden he himself afterward could hardly tell. 


The missionary service of Dr. and Mrs. Jonathan 
Goforth in China has been unusually long, and for 
the past two years, since the outbreak of war in 
China, they have been laboring in Szepingkai, 
Manchuria. While staying at the home of a 
missionary in Mukden, they heard the story of 
blind Chang, whose native village was not far 
away. Mrs. Goforth writes: “Those who read 
‘the story as it is recorded here will not wonder 
that we decided there and then to pass it on to 
others. If there is a finer example of one literally 
following in the footsteps of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
even to the giving up of life itself for others, we 
have not come across it. We desire gratefully to 
acknowledge help given us, in collecting data, by 
more than one missionary ;. specially have we val- 
ued the use of the Rev. James Inglis’ booklet on 
Blind Chang, without which we could not have 
compiled the story.” 














.as Blind Chang.. The rapidity with which he grasped 
the leading truths of Christianity was remarkable.” 

Before leaving the hospital for home Blind Chang 
went to the Rev.. James Webster and asked for bap- 
tism. He was anxious to get rid of all his sins and be 
cleansed from the black past. Mr. Webster saw that 
he needed further instruction, for he thought being 
baptized by the missionary would insure complete 
‘cleansing, so he gently but firmly made it plain that 
he must return home and show by his life the reality 
_of his faith; then later he, Mr. Webster, would: visit 
him, and if Chang still wished to follow the Lord, 
he would be baptized. 

Blind Chang’s disappointment at this was so keen 
that the missionary almost repented his decision, but 
reasoned that if the man were sincere he would only 
profit by the delay. So with a few Christian books 
and tracts for distribution he was sent on his way. 

Yes, Blind Chang had a “black past.” It may

hausted he could stand no longer and threw himself 
beside the gateway while word was sent in asking. for 
his admittance. Soon word came that the hospital 
was full, not a-bed vacant; there was therefore no 


room for him. When this was told him the blind . 


man seemed not to hear and continued to lie there. 
Can we doubt but that it was the Holy Spirit who 
- spoke to the hospital evangelist at this. juncture and 
caused him to come out to the gate?, As the evan- 
_gelist looked down upon the cold, hungry, suffering, 
perhaps dying .blind- man, his heart strangely stirred 
within him.. He had looked. upon perhaps hundreds 
of cases as sad as this, some even sadder, but never had 
he felt moved—nay, impelled —to do what he did 
now. Stepping quickly into the hospital, he went direct 
to Dr. Christie and begged that the man at the gate 
be given his own bed! 

For one month he remained in the hospital where 
relief and healing came to -his suffering body, but 
only very.-partial- sight to the blind eyes; at best 
he could but .grope his way about with difficulty. 
(Perhaps it would be well to say. just here that this 
dim sight given him in the hospital was; .not: long 
.after,- permanently. destroyed by a “Needle Pricker” 
_doctor such as:are found everywhere in this land.) 

The bitter disappointment Blind Chang must. have 
felt at the failure to get back his sight was more than 
made up to him by the great joy with which he re- 
ceived the story of redemption as it was unfolded to 
him in the hospital. He had, as you will see later, 
been a great sinner. The fact of forgiveness, when 
realized as his, came to him much 4s it did to the one 
described in the lines by John Masefield when - he 
tells of a man brutal, vulgarized, debauched, debased, 
as he comes suddenly into touch with and accepts 
Jesus Christ: =" 


I did not think, I did not strive, 

The deep peace burnt my me alive. 
The bolted door had broken in, 

I knew that I had done with sin. 

I knew that Christ had given me birth 
To brother all the souls on earth. 


I thought all earthly creatures knelt , 
From rapture at the joy I felt. 


Dr. Christie later wrote: “Never had we a patient 


in the hospital who received the Gospel with such joy — 

















Christ known to other sinners such as he had been 
was that “he loved much because much had been 
forgiven.” One would fear indeed to use the follow- 
ing words of the apostle Paul’s in describing the 
change wrought in this man did not his later. life 
fully bear out the truth of each word. When he left 
the mission hospital in Mukden, he was “a new 
creation” in Christ Jesus. “Old things had passed 
away ... all things had become new” (2 Cor. 5:17). 
He had “put off the old-man with his deeds,” he had 
“put on the new man” (Col. 3:9). In Blind Chang’s 
own hymn given at the close of this sketch, we get 
a glimmer of the inner spiritual life which came to 
be his —a life of sweet fellowship with the Saviour 
who through all the hard years was to be his Guide 
and Companion. 

But what of that “black past’? Is it necessary 
to give any details of it? Yes, for otherwise we could 
not know how real, how great, was the miracle of 
grace that had taken place in him. The following 
facts were given us by a relative of Blind Chang’s 

.,many yéars after his martyrdom. We were told he 
bore a very bad name throughout his home region. 
He was an inveterate gambler, and a man of such 
immoral life as to be a byword and that in a land 
where such lives are not uncommon. He made his 
living by acting as a sort of official and using his 
self-assumed power to prey upon the people wlio 
feared him. His only child,-a daughter, he turnéd 
out of doors, to be forced into beggary and a life of 
shame. Not long after, he drove his wife from home. 
Seventeen days after the wife had gone he became 
totally blind. Some said. this was a judgment upon 
him because of his-evil life, while others said it was 
the direct result of that life. The people spoke of 
him as a Wu soa pu wei ti, meaning “One without a 
particle of good in him.” 

Men’s faith staggers at this or that miracle, but 
what greater. miracle can be: recorded than such a 
life as this man’s changed, not gradually, but as 
quickly as the human eye can open to the light! It 
is the miracle of the new birth; and we have seen 
this miracle in. evidence again and again as slaves of 
sin and habit, bound’ with chains as real and strong 
as any forged in a furnace, have been set free by the 
grace of God. 

As Blind Chang faced the homeward journey his 
heart was filled with intense joy. So full was he 
that he could no more help overflowing than a vessel 
placed under an open tap could keep within its own 
bounds the precious flow. The blind man had caught 
the same vision as the little child we heard of in the 
Welsh revival, who, after hearing the grown-ups pray- 
ing to be filled with the ‘Holy Spirit, rose and with 
clasped hands upraised prayed, “O Lord! I’m only a 
little girl and can’t hold very much. Will you please 
fill me to overflow, for I can overflow lots!’ 


Doubts and Fears Dispelled by a Dream 


Along the road the blind man traveled. were. open 
wayside drinking places, where wayfarers sat, rested, 
drank hot water, and chatted. On reaching such a 
place Blind Chang would seat himself at a table and 
at once begin to tell the old, old story which never, 
never grows old. That he gave out with power the 
little he himself knew was evidenced by the crowds 
he drew around him. Thus before reaching home 
his ministry had begun. 

The enemy of souls, however, was not. going to let 
this man go without a struggle. While still on the 
homeward journey, he became assailed with torment- 
ing doubts and fears. He kept asking himself: “‘Can 
it be the missionary is no better than the smooth- 
tongued liars I have dealt with? Can it be that. the 
missionary is after all no better than ourselves? Did 
he say he would visit and baptize me just to put me 
off, and has he no intention of coming?” When the 
‘ground seemed to be giving way from under his feet, 
as it were, the Lord. sent a dream to comfort him. 
Later he said that this dream dispelled all doubts and 
eb and restored the joy and peace he seemed to be 
osing. 

_ He dreamed he saw the Saviour coming toward him 
in glowing white. He had a book in his hand and 
a crown was upon his brow. As he handed him the 
book he smiled down upon him and then vanished. 
In thus being influenced by a dream Blind Chang was 
by no means alone among the Christians of China. 
Were the history of the Christian Church in China 
written it would doubtless: record hundreds of cases 
where men have been brought to decision, delivered 
from fear, strengthened in faith, and given courage 
to face even death itself through a dream. : 
Five months passed before Mr. Webster found him- 
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seli free from pressing mission matters to pay his 
promised visit to the blind man. There were no rail- 
ways then, and it was with some difficulty Taiping- 
kow was located. Here we will let Mr. Webster tell 
his own story. 

“At the entrance to the village two men were stand- 
ing. Addressing one I found him to be a Mr. Li who 
knew all about the blind man. He led me into his 
home with much ceremony, and while we drank tea 
together he told me a story that caused me to forget 
all hunger and weariness. He told how when Blind 
Chang returned home from Mukden he began at once 
to tell the people the story of Jesus, going from 
village to village, and into as many homes as would 
receive him; then in the evenings he would preach 
to hundreds gathered under the shade of the willow 
trees. At first everybody laughed at him, or thought 
him crazed and pitied him. But when he still kept 
on preaching, and giving practical proofs of having 
undergone a change, people became divided about him. 
Some cursed him, some blessed him. In short the 
whole countryside was in an uproar. Week after 
week passed, the blind man daily praying his prayer 
for help from on high and singing his one hymn 
learned in Mukden (probably “Jesus Loves Me’), 
es forth alone to tell the story of redeeming 
ove.” 

Well indeed might the missionary’s heart burn 
within him on hearing such news. Would that every 
newborn child of God at home and abroad could have 
such told of him. This world would then soon 
be a better world. But where was Blind Chang? 
He was in the village but had missed the missionary ; 
\; but on hearing of his arrival, he started with grea 
joy to find him. The missionary by this time had 
also started. with Mr. Li to find Blind Chang. They 
met on the road, and as the blind man came within 
hailing distance Mr. Webster called him by name. He 
stood stock still for a moment resting on his staff 
as if.to assure himself, and then with his face radiant 
with joy and great tears dropping,’ he exclaimed in 
a voice trembling with emotion, “Oh, Pastor! I 
always said you would come.. You promised!” 

That night Mr. Webster was kept busy till after 
midnight. He had for his bedfellows Blind Chang 
and a friend of his. (Chinese beds can accommodate 
from six to twenty people!) He tells how the last 
thing he heard, somewhere in the small hours of the 
morning, was an earnest discussion regarding the 
difference between Confucius and Christ. Contucius 
was likened to the man who discoursed on the ad- 
_ vantages of walking circumspectly to a man who had 
fallen into a deep pit, while Christ was compared to 
another who, on seeing the man’s helpless condition, 
threw him a rope and. helped him out. 

The following two days were a never-to-be-forget- 
ten experience for the missionary. ‘Hour after hour 
of the first day was spent in examining candidates 
for baptism, each’ one given a private interview. On 
the following day the nine who had been accepted 
were baptized and partook of the Lord’s Supper. Mr. 
Webster wrote of this occasion: “I have seldom had 
more satisfaction with candidates than with these 
men. I have never witnessed a more interesting scene, 

nor joined in a more solemn and joyful sacramental 
service. The nine men headed by their blind guide, 
who had to be led by the hand to receive the sacred 
rite, professing to come to Christ and to believe in 
him, and to venture their all in thus believing; for- 
saking the idolatry of their fathers, casting it forth 
root and branch; expressing their desire through grace 
to turn from evil and serve the living God—and all 
this with a warmth of purpose impossible to describe.” 

For five years Blind Chang continued to work for 
the most part throughout his home region, which in- 
cluded Szepingkai and many other towns and villages. 
By 1892 one hundred and seventy had been received 
into the church by baptism. At numbers of centers 
Christian services were held regularly, and, later seven 
chapels came to be erected as a result, of this work. 
One Christian remarked to the missionary when he 
was on one of his a igual visits, “If Chang Shen had 
not lost his eyesight there would be no church. here.” 
’ There was one element in all this that must not. be 
évérlooked. Though hard on the blind man .it was 
really the means of thrusting him forth in a way 

_ that resulted in his’ remarkable pioneer life. 
passed the seeing Christians came to realize they 
knew more than their teacher. Some of these con- 
verts wére’ men of ‘gifts and means. and eminently 
fitted to be leaders in the church, who could carry 
on the work far better than the blind evangelist. Mr. 

Inglis truly wrote of Blind Chang, “His was but to 

kindle the light and then pass On.” -€. H. Spurgeon 

once said, “Many meh owe the zrandeur of their lives 
to their tremendous 4ificulties.” .This surely could 
apply to the blizd evangelist of whom we write. 

Another has said, “The cost of shining is burning.” 

So it is the life of this man has come down to later 

wenerations here in Manchuria as a bright light. We 

have recently met Christians who were the grand- 
children of men won to Christ through Blind Chang. 

Those who still live who knew. him, and those who 

only know ef him through the testimony of others, 

alike speak with reverence and affection of his devoted 
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self-sacrificing life which shone and still shines be- 
cause of being literally burnt out for others. 

Before following Blind Chang in his wider ministry 
we must say a word regarding the man himself. Mr. 
Inglis describes him thus: “A remarkable man, with 
a voice soft and mellow beyond any Chinese I have 
ever met. He speaks with great rapidity, his words 
seeming to flow from his lips like the ceaseless mur- 
mur of a brook.” Men listened to him open-mouthed 
with wonder and “superstitious awe. One man, the 
missionary’s carter, was overheard to say, “What 
strange influence makes this man so much more elo- 
quent than any who can see!” 

Early in his Christian life Blind Chang formed the 
habit of fasting. Frequently he went without food 
for three days and on one occasion he was known 
to go without nourishment for three weeks. In spite; 
or it may have been because, of this, he was said to 
be strong and even robust. Mr. Inglis considered 
that perhaps the most remarkable thing about this man 
was his memory. He seemed to have_learned. the 
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whole New Testament by heart, and could quote freely 
from the Old Testament, which at that time was an 
unexplored field to most Chinese Christians. He 
always quoted by chapter and verse. 

Had it not been for the instruction given him during 
two visits made to the School for the Blind at Peking, 
where he learned both to read and write, the Bible 
would have been to him a sealed book. Upon his 
return to Manchuria after his last visit to Peking he 
brought with him such portions of the Scriptures as 
had been stereotyped for the blind. For a time he 
carried a portion of the Scriptures with him wherever 
he went. Great interest was created and crowds gath- 
ered to see the marvel of:a blind man reading with 
the tips of his fingers! . It was not much wonder, 
however, to learn later that Blind Chang had aban- 


. doned this plan. Even ene portion of the Scriptures 


was large and cumbersome, and as time passed 
the. blind man’s journeys were often distant and dan- 
gerous. ;

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which I can never forget. They were fifteen 

years apart; one was. in July, 1914, the other in 
November, 1929. Both were connected with the 
life of one of the dearest and truest friends God has 
ever given me, Benjamin F. Culp. 

He had been the first one to greet me when, as a 
stranger, I stepped into the Presbyterian Church of 
the Covenant at Cynwyd, Pa., one Sunday morning 
in the autumn of 1913. A man came forward with a 
hearty smile of welcome ‘and an outstretched hand— 
and Ben Culp had come into my Iife to stay there 
forever. We came to know each other well in that 
church and Sunday-school during the following winter 
and spring, and when the time came for a Victorious Life 
Conference that was to be held the third week in 
July, 1914, at Princeton, N. J., Mr. Culp had decided 
to go with me and see what this conference was like. 

At sunset one afternoon early in the conference week 
he and I took a walk together along one of the quiet 
streets of the old college town. We talked freely 
with each other about the Lord, and our own lives, 
and what “the life that is Christ” could mean in a 
human life. For twenty years or more Mr. Culp had 
been an earnest and devoted Christian, loving and 
serving his Lord. But during that. sunset walk and 
talk together —there were three of us, for One was 
there: Whom having not seen we loved—Ben saw 
that he could, by simple faith, trust this Saviour and 
Lord in a new way as his very life, his victory over 
sin, and that the sufficiency of His grace meant a 
freedom and a fullness and a fruit-bearing exceeding 
abundantly above all that he had ever asked or 
thought. It was another Emmaus sunset walk with 
the Lord as his heart cried out, “Abide with us: for 
it is toward evening, and the day is far spent.” The 
risen Lord heard that heart-cry, and a new day of 
fellowship with Christ began for this disciple, a day 
that continued for fifteen years of walking with God 
until that Friday afternoon of the eighth of Novem- 
ber, 1929, when “he was not; for God took him.” 

The day after he left us was the time for the 
monthly week-end meeting of the Council of the Vic- 
torious Life Testimony, which is held at a cabin in the 
beautiful pine woods of New Jersey where the Chair- 
man of the Council Mr. J. Harvey Borton, and Mrs. 
Borton, entertain us Saturday and Sunday with gra- 
cious hospitality and in a Christian fellowship that 
is rich indeed. Mr. Culp had accepted the call to be- 
come a member of the Council,. and its. Treasurer, 
back in 1914, and rarely if. ever had he missed any 


Te sunset experiences have come into my life 


He and I always shared the same bedroom at. the 
cabin. It was,..with .a- heart-break of sorrow that. I 
took the train for New Lisbon: that Saturday after- 
noon, realizing—yet I could not realize it—that 
Ben Culp was not to be there. Others had gone 
earlier tothe cabin, and when I left the train I was 
met by Mr.. Borton and Mr. -Addison C. Raws of the 


Council. _At a memorial meeting to Mr. Culp held - 


three weeks later, during the Thanksgiving Coenfer- 
ence at Keswick, Mr. Raws said: 

“IT had the privilege of being the last one of the 
Council to have a visit with Ben Culp, the evening 
before his death, at the office of the Victorious Life 
Testimony. There were such depths of understanding, 
and he seemed to be pouring out the very essence of 
love itself. My last recollection was. of saying 
‘Good night’ to him, and I am looking forward to 
saying ‘Good morning’ over there.

Undoubtedly Mr. Culp would have been the most 
surprised man on. earth— perhaps also in Heaven— 
to. know that a memorial service of loving tribute to 
himself would be held. at Keswick after his going. 
For his life was lived in such self-effacement that 
such a thought would never have occurred.to him. It 
was typical of him, for example, that both at the 
Council meeting at the cabin,:two days after he had 
left us, and again at the memorial meeting at Keswick, 
no one could say just what Mr. Culp’s favorite hymn 
was. He was always mindful of the favorite hymns 
of others; he would. ask what they were so that they 
might be sung, and he remembered the favorites of 
his friends and would sing them without being. asked 
to. But he never told us what his. own was — and 
none..of us was..enough like him to ask him! We 


. did remember, however, that he greatly loved certain 


hymns, and, these were sung .at.the memorial service. 
One was “The Sands of Time Are. Sinking,” .with. the

“Tt' is well with my soul” was another hymn that 
Mr. Culp. loved;—for he loved the writer of the 
music, that old-time consecrated evangelist P.-P. Bliss, 
Still another, which he led im the conferences in a 
way all his own, bringing out the glory of the Sav- 
iour in a way that those who heard his leading of this 
hymn -could. never forget — “Hallelujah! -What a 
Saviour!” We-sang these, and at the close of the 
service we sang the two hymns with which he always 
closed the last. meeting of any: conference: “When 
His face I see,” followed by “O that will be glory for 
me.” 
At the funeral ‘service’-in the Cynwyd church Mr: 
Culp’s pastor, Dr. ‘Herbert W. Bieber, spoke on the 
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resurrection in a way that will always stay in our 
memory. It was a triumphant service the: like of which 
none of us had ever seen or heard ‘before, perhaps 
never will again, Yet more men were. utterly broken 
down by grief than I have ever\seeh at any other such 
service. 

Dr. Bieber began by saying that, although -he had 
known Benjamin F. Culp as a faithful member and 
elder in his church for almost ten years, he had never 
happened to know what that middle initial F.~ stood 
for, but he thought it must siand for “Faithful,” — 
Benjamin Faithful Culp. And. every heart in that 
great body of Ben Culp’s devoted and sorrowing 
friends said “Amen.” One could not. know Mr. Culp, 
even slightly, without coming to know the meaning 
of “faithful” in a new way. : 

Our friend was born October 23, 1864, at Seager- 
town, Pa. He was born and raised on a farm, doing 
work on his father’s farm. as a boy. This doubtiess 
contributed to the sturdy physical health that was so 
characteristic of his entire life until he was suddenly 
taken. He was brought up in the Meihodist Epis- 
copal Church, sang in the choir there, and was a lover 
ot music. Going to a business college in Titusville, 
the young man started his business life in an insur-. 
ance office, but his. Christian interests and service 
were such that he soon became active in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, and then became an 
employed Y. M: C. A. secretary in Titusville. He had 
the blessing of intimate personal friendship with such 
well-known consecrated Christian leaders in the Y. M. 
C. A. in those earlier days as James H. McConkey and 
’ Charles E. Hurlburt. Serving in Scranton, Plymouth, 
‘and Wilkes-Barre, Mr. Culp finally came into the 
work at Philadelphia and served under the General 
Secretary Walter C. Douglas at the old Central 
Branch at Fifteenth and Chestnut Streets. He was 
active in the famous Sunday afternoon services for 
men held for years at the Second Presbyterian Church, 
where Dr. Charles Wood was pastor; Mr. Culp led 
the singing in these meetings. After a few years, 
apout 1895, he went to the Houston Club at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania as Assistant Secretary, this 
— being a center of Christian life among the stu- 
ents. ; 

Mr. Culp’s closest friend throughout his lifetime 
was Mr. William M. Gehmann, Jr. From. 1890 until 
death separated them these two friends were. close 
together in unbroken intimacy and -feilowship. About 
1903 Mr. Culp took. up work ‘inthe Franklin. National 
Bank of Philadelphia to become Mr. Gehmann’s assist- 
ant in’ the accounting department. Before this, while 
both were bachelors, they had lived together, sharing 
with each ~other all they had; and that close bond 
was never broken. “His was the kind of friendship,” 
said Mr. Gehmann after Mr. Culp’s death, “that you 
didn’t have to nurse or coddle all the time. 
had a quarrel in the almost forty years we knew 
each other.” I asked Mr. Gehmann what he consid- 
ered the outstanding characteristic of Ben’s life, and 
he replied: “His wonderful fidelity and dependability. 
-He never failed anybody.” 

Mr. Culp was married about the year 1900 to a 
Christian girl of Wilkes-Barre, Miss Amy Merrifield. 
A baby girl came -to them, and the young wife died 
the day after little Emily was born. He never mar- 
ried again, his daughter being brought up by his 
wife’s sister, and the loving fellowship between daugh- 
ter and father in the past few years was very beautiful, 
Miss Emily Culp having become Mrs. L. W. Creter, 
of North Arlington, N. J. 

Always active as a Christian layman, Mr. Culp 
finally gave up his business connections in 1918 (hav- 
ing gone from banking after ten years or so into the 
Pure Oil Company) to give his-whole time to the 
work of the American Scripture Gift Mission, where 
he was later made Treasurer of the Mission, continu- 
ing in this service until his death. He was Treasurer 
of the Victorious Life Testimony, of the Pioneer Mis- 
sion Agency, and of America’s Keswick, and he ad- 
ministered the exacting and time-consuming duties of 
these important financial offices w.th scrupulous faith- 
fulness, accuracy, and thoroughness. At the memorial 
service at Keswick Mr. Borton told of going to Mr. 
Culp’s desk in the Victorious Life Testimony office 
the evening of the day he was taken, and as he looked 
over the accounts and books of the Treasurer he found 
that things had been arranged for the making up of 
. deposits that night, and was right up to date. As 
_ Mr. Borton said, “If you gave Ben Culp anything to 

do, -you could forget it.” 

Mr. Culp’s leading of the singing at the conferences 
was a notable part of the spiritual ministry of these 
meetings. To begin with, he was always there on 

- time,— which means always there ahead of time, 
for it is impossible to be on time unless one reaches 
a place of meeting before the time for starting. He 
was always prepared for his part in the service. As 
leader of the singing, his personal knowledge of hymns 
. was. extraordinary. He knew “by heart” the words 
of more hymns than anyone I have ever met. Better 
still, he knew the deeper meaning and message of the 
precious hymns of the Christian Church, and he could 
interpret that message by his quiet, spiritual, and 
effective leading of any meeting small or large. In

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the early morning prayer hour of the conferences -he 
seemed to be specially led of God in starting hymns 
from time to time, without accompaniment, which would 
carry the meeting farther and deeper in the way of 
blessing or intercession. And so at the Communion 
Service that closes each of the summer conferences; 
those who have attended these meetings will al- 
ways: remember Mr. Culp’s leading of the precious 
old hymns. that show forth our Lord’s death till He 
come. 

After the funeral service a few of us were talking 
together at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Gehmann, 
and we asked one another what it was about Ben that 
made him so utterly unusual a man and a friend. He 
lived his life and he rendered his service so inconspic- 
uously that we never realized, until after he was gone, 
how rare a character his was. He was utterly faith- 
ful; utterly dependable; utterly humble; utterly un- 
selfish; and he was utterly loving. He spent himself 
in sacrificial living, serving, and loving. And, as one 
of the friends in that little circle said, “We just took 
him for granted.” Few of us had ever told him what 
we now know we really thought of him or how 
much we really needed him and depended upon 
him. “We just took him for granted!” And 
how we longed to see him again after he was gone, 
just to tell him some of the things that we never 
did tell him. But he knows now, surely he knows!

And when we see him -again, in the presence of the 
Lord he loves and worships, we shall tell him then! 

One of the characteristics of Mr. Culp’s life was 
that he was continually doing the “little” things that 
most other people do not care to bother with, but 
that have to be done. At the monthly meetings of the 
Council at the cabin he would always arrive on the 
earlier train and make all the beds for the men. 
The next day he would unmake those beds, -putting 
the bedding away carefully and leaving everything 
shipshape. He would make the trip of a quarter of a 
mile or so from the cabin to an artesian well to get 
the drinking water. As my own roommate at the 
cabin meetings he would do everything for my com- 
fort and health, as he did at the marty summer con- 
ferences we attended together. ‘He was tireless, al- 
ways thoughtful and loving and unselfish in his serv- 
ice for others. And he seemed wholly lacking in any 
self-consciousness about all this. On the Keswick 
Calendar leaf for November 1o, the day of the funeral 
service, were the morning and evening verses: “Mine 
eyes are ever toward the Lord” (Psa. 25:15). “The 
meek‘ will He teach His way” (Psa. 25:9). Ben 
Culp personified the meekness which is part of “the 
fruit of the Spirit,” and which is an expression of 
that great strength which can come into any life only 
by the indwelling Christ.

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Why Are Sin and 


Crime Increasing ?

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‘HAT is the cause of the increase of crime 
throughout the land? 
Why are the penitentiaries being enlarged? 
Why is it necessary, in some instances, to release 
prisoners before they have served their sentence, to 
make room for new ones to enter? 

Is not the world: growing better and better? The 
Modernist preachers and teachers say that it is. They 
say that we are now at peace with all the world and 
that all nations are planning to love each other! But— 
there is more crime in the world today than ever before, 
according to reliable statistics. 

What is the reason? Where shall we turn for an 
explanation? Well, sometimes the good old Book 
gives an explanation of current events. “Back to the 
Bible!” is not a senseless phrase, but a practical recom- 
mendation to go to the source of all wisdom for a 
solution of one of the most serious problems that could 
confront any nation—the “crime craze.” 

The “crime craze” is rampant in every section of 
our country. Men and women, boys and girls are 
committing crimes that once would have caused a 
shudder of horror but now are so common that they 
create hardly a ripple of interest. The most das- 
tardly doings are published and passed by as a mat- 
ter of no significance. 

Our forefathers looked forward to an age of free- 
dom from outbreaking sin. They had the Bible and 
a holy aspiration for relief from crime. They antici- 
pated not only a land of liberty but a land free from 
corruption. *They enacted laws of great value and 


then’ settled down to enjoy a happy, beautiful life. ° 


But they failed to recognize and realize that the Bible 
prophesied that human nature would grow “worse 
and worse” and it has. 

Human nature cannot be improved morally no mat- 
ter how much effort is expended to that end. We 
have made many marvelous improvements along me- 
chanical lines. We have better facilities for transact- 
ing the affairs that have to do with our daily lives. 
We have better houses, though not better homes; 
better schools, though without a Bible; better churches, 
but many of them have no place for the Bible as the 
very Word of God; am sement centers, dance halls, 
movie palaces, autos, radios, flying. machines, and the 
like. Business is good. Many are very rich, and 
“many are poor. But all of these things only seem to 
accentuate the restless, Christless condition predicted 
in the Word. 

The old-fashioned home life is gone. The sins of 
boys and girls are increasingly bad. Decency and 
order have surrendered to indecency and disorder. In 
California last December a young man was arrested 
for stealing a young girl and demanding a price 
for her return, which was paid, upon which he de- 
livered her mutilated body to her father, stole an 
auto and drove into Canada where he was arrested. 
He confessed the horrible crime and was put into 
jail. He was also guilty of other crimes, including 
another ‘murder. A young attorney, seeking the lime- 
light, took up his case and succeeded in having it 
delayed until nine months passed, involving the State 
in an expense of thousands of dollars, before the young 
man was executed. 

And the end is not yet! Another crime, of the 
samé charaeter, but still more atrocious, was com- 


mitted in Southern California. Four young boys were 
tortured and butchered by, a ‘young man who, when 
the crime was discovered, fled over the border into 
Canada. He, too, was arrested, brought back, im- 
prisoned, and now has begun the long drawn out 
court procedure, involving the expenditure of large 
— of money which the taxpayers will have ‘to 
stand. 

What is the solution, if there is any? BACK TO 
THE BIBLE! Hear its testimony: “Because sen- 
tence against an évil work is- not executed speedily, 
therefore the heart of the sons of men is fully set 
in them to do evil” (Eccles. 8; 11). 

‘Have you ever noticed that God’s laws are definite 
and unchangeable, and violation of them brings swift 
results? Fire burns, and if a little child puts his 
finger on a red-hot stove, it will be burned! God does 
not change that law even for the little child. But 
—the child learns to avoid the fire! 

Notice the two words from the verse quoted: 
“Sentence — speedily”! These are God’s words. God 
is love. God is life. God is long-suffering. Yes, but 
God is a God of law, and will not permit his laws to 
be trifled with. 

Crime is on the increase because the law of. punish- 
ment is not put into operation specdily! ‘ Fear of 
punishment should be put into the heart of every 
child and every young person, and every older person, 
as well. There is a silly, sentimental, unscriptural 
prejudice abroad in this age against punishing chil- 
dren. Their “instincts and natural desires must not 
be suppressed” say the psychologists, and they apply 
the same reasoning to adults as well. But how quickly 
these same people resent a wrong done to themselves! 

And how about the most insidious and atrocious 
crimes committed in the name of our Lord? How 
about the stealing of schools and seminaries and 
churches, built by the sacrificial gifts of the Lord’s 
-people’ for the propagation of the pure Gospel, but 
now being used to deny the virgin birth of Jesus 
Christ» the verbal inspiration and authority of the 
Bible, and the blood atonement of Jesus Christ as the 
only hope of lost men and women? 

The tide is on in full force and few there are who 
have the courage of their convictions and who will 
stand in defense of Christ and his Church. Why have 
people been able to accomplish these dastardly deeds? 
Because sentence against their unjust deeds has not 
been executed speedily! 

Lawless men in the world and lawless men in the 
church are trifling with God’s Word and work, but 
God’s eyes are open! His laws are unchangeable! 
There is a time for everything and there is a time 
for judgment. It will be swift and sure. 

We should use the rod more in the home! 
up the conviction of criminals old and young! 

Speed up the demand of the citizens for immediate 
and drastic punishment for crime, and thus help save 
the nation from the pit toward which it is reeling! 
Speed up the work of exposing and repudiating the 
dishonest men in the church who no longer have any 
conscience about violating their most solemn vows 
and obligations, but who seem to glory in their ability - 
to transform themselves into angels of light in order 
to deceive, if it were possible, even the very elect! 

Reéeniember — “Because sentence . .. is not executed 
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speedily,” therefore these enemies of God and man 
increase in their bold and blatant deiermination to 
destroy the fundamental foundations of the faith once 
for all delivered! 

Let the men and women of the Church rise in holy 
indignation and cry aloud against the betrayers of 
the trust that was committed to them by the fathers, 
and do it now, in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ 
and the cause of rightéousness.

From a Layman’s Greek Testament

Whosoever transgresseth, and abideth not in the 
doctrine of Christ, hath not God (2 John 9). 


HOSOEVER (parabainon) stepping aside, drop- 

ing out, remaineth not in the teaching of Christ, 
hath not God. The apostles used the same expression 
of Judas (Acts 1:25): “This ministry and apostleship, 
from which Judas stepped aside [parebe], that he 
might go to his own place,” 

John laid great emphasis on abiding in the truth, 
and it is noticeable that this word abide (menein) oc- 
curs twenty-six times in his brief Epistles. In verse 
27 of 1 John 2, after speaking of “those that mislead 
you,” he says: 

“But the anointing which ye have received of him” 
(i. e., of the promised Comforter who should teach all 
things and bring all things to their remembrance that 
he had said) “abideth in you, and ye need not that tis, 
any person, teach you.” Compare Theudas boasting 
himself to be tis; some one, Acts 5:36, who enticed 
many after him to their disaster. “The same anointing 
is teaching [didaskei} you of all things” (i. e., relating 
to God and salvation) “and is truth, and is no lie, and 
even as it hath taught [cdidasken] you, ye shall abide 
in it.” Note the variation in tenses. The teaching 
ministry of the Spirit is continually active in refreshing 
our memories concerning the body of truth once given. 
But this body of truth was given once for all. It 
“hath taught” us. It is a fixed and unalterable con- 
tent not to be added. to, and the injunction is that we 
abide in it.

EAR “NEEDY ONE”: It is worth so much to 

know one’s shortcomings and be able to kneel 
before the One who is able to do for us that which we 
cannot do for ourselves, and tell him our fight and 
how we want to conquer in his name. Do you know 
it makes a delight of our warfare? There is nothing 
quite so unsatisfactory as trying to wage a battle of 
defeat: When we get to the point where we realize 
we are a failure, then is the timé we can wholly lean 
on him, and come off more* than conqtieror. 

To my mind you just want to get rid of one thing 
and that is SELF! Stop wanting anything and every- 
thing but the will of God. Allow yourself to be in his 
hands, and stop: considering whether you want “or 
do not want. Get outside.of self, and make up your 
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mind you will be an overcomer through the power 
given you from above. What if you do not enjoy 
things for which you pray? If they are for yourself, 
tha. 1s why you do not enjoy them. 

When you pray, let your soul be drawn out in prayer 
not so much for self, as for others. Your Lord is 
spending these days beside the throne of God, inter- 
ceding for others!

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Yield yourself to Him completely, and go about 
your daily duties with a song in your mouth and praise 
him wherever you go, and there will be no trouble.

The Practical Aim 
HERE are two important aims in this week's 
lesson: (1) The importance of home duties, 
(2) How to overcome temptation. 


Lhe Historical Setting 
Oi the years between our Lord’s babyhood and his 
commission as the Messiah we have no knowledge save 
of one incident when he was twelve years old (Luke 
2:42). The Lord Jesus was 30 years old when his bap- 
tism, fasting, and temptation took place (Luke 3: 23). 
The thirty years had been spent in obscurity in Naza- 
reth. And it was upon those thirty years that the 
Father’s verdict of approval was so emphatically be- 
: d. *,* . 
tthe incident in this lesson marks the transition in 
our Lord’s life from the private ministry among his 
own family and neighbors in the home to the public 
ministry in the nation. “69 


Verse by Verse | 

Matthew 3:13.—To the Jordan, Probably at Ainon 
near Salim (John 3:23). This was a day’s journey 
from Nazareth. Compare also John 1:28, where we 
find “Bethany.” Here is the well-known form used 
in the time of Christ of the old name Bashan. ‘The 
name Abarah is given by the natives to one of the 
main fords where the Jalud. River, flowing down the 
Valley of Jezreel, debouches into the Jordan. This 
explains the reading “Bethabara” in the Authorized 
Version. To be baptized. Some critics have thought 
this inconsistent with the record of the conception by 
the Holy Ghost and of the Virgin Birth. Why should 
the Lord Jesus, if he had been really thus conceived 
by the Holy Ghost, come to receive the Holy Ghost 
at baptism? The inference they draw is. that the nar- 
ratives af our Lord’s conception and birth are later 
accretions to the Gospel story and that they have no 
foundation in fact. It is well for us to seek to fortify 
the pupils’ minds against this sort of thing by putting 
before them clearly as early as possible the real truth. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ was without sin. He needed 
no baptism of repentance for himself. But he was 
made sin for us (2 Cor. 5:21). “In all things it be- 
hoved him to be made like unto his brethren” (Heb. 
2:17). The Saviour must be perfectly and _ entirely 
identified with those whom he had come to save. 
There was about our Lord’s baptism, we may be sure, 
no element of unreality or pretense. He was not 
baptized in order that he might honor John or because 
he knew it would be the occasion of a divine recog- 
nition of his Messiahship. He submitted to the rite 
in spite of John’s remonstrance because he knew that 
it was his Father’s will for him thus to be numbered 
with transgressors (Isa. 53:12). 


Verse 15.—All righteousness. The requirements of 
the law. Compare 6:1 for “righteousness” used in 
the same general sense. 


Verse 16—The heavens were opened unto him. 
This would imply that the vision was granted to the 
Lord Jesus alone. But John 1:32, shows that the 
Baptist himself was also an eyewitness. We must 
therefore take the words unto him in their strict 
grammatical meaning. It was to him, the obedient 
Son, that the heavens were thus opened and ‘the silence 
of God broken. There was no other reason for the 
Father's doing this than the motive afforded by the 
perfect obedience of the Son. 2 

He saw the Spirit of God descending as a dove. 
This does not affirm or even suggest that the Spirit of 
God had not before come to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He was begotten of the Holy Ghost (Luke 1: 35). 
And if John the Baptist and Jerémiah were filled with 
the Holy Ghost from their mother’s’ wombs, that is 
from before birth, we may be sure that the same was 
no less true of the divine Son. What the record 
does state is that there was now a new infilling of the 
Lord Jesus for a new ministry. That is, that the 
same kind of experience that marks the child of God 
marked also the earthly life of the Son of God. The 
disciples at Pentecost were filled with the Spirit. Yet 
they had been Christians for some years. And after 
Pentecost they had subsequent experiences of the same 
filling (cf. Acts 4:31). 

Verse 17.—A voice. Note the three ocrasions dur- 
ing our Lord’s ministry on which such a voice is 
referred to: (1) here, (2) at the transfiguration 
(Matt. 17:5), (3) in the week of his passion (John 
12: 28). 

This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 
Notice that these words are a conflation of two verses

Baptism and Temptation

HEN Christ was in the wilderness al? famish- 

ing for food, and when the Devil tempted him 
with offers bold and crude, and bade him seek the 
common fare whereby the crowd is fed, and use his 
Heaven-granted power to turn the stones to bread, — 
oh, then [ think the Saviour felt the Jordan waters 
“round, that lifted him from time and sense to 
Heaven’s upper bound, that lifted him and circled 
him with God's enfolding love, and buoyed him 
with the Jordam flow of power frem above. When 
Christ was on the temple top, the gaping throng 
below, and when the Devil tempted him his deity 
to show, and confidently fling himself down through 
the empty air, calm- trusting to the angels’ wings, 
his heavenly Father’s care, — oh, then I think the 
Saviour saw the dove descending still, dear token 
of the Holy Ghost, the Father’s quiet will, and 
knew that God is manifest, and his prevailing Word, 
as gently and ag modestly as heaven’s humblest bird. 
When Chrict was on the mountain and all the world 
outspread, the kingdoms and the glory superbly 
heralded, and when the Devil offered him that splen- 
dor to the brim, if he would only bend the knee 
and briefly worship him,—oh, then I think the

upon earth. We should therefore carefully note that 
right at the very outset of his public ministry the 
Lord Jesus explained to his‘ disciples his own estimate 
of the work he had come’ to'do and the character he 
was to sustain, and that it included both of these seem- 
ingly incongruous elements. Today many people are 
teaching that the cross was a. great surprise and a 
bitter disillusionment to Jesus Christ. The recollection 
of these words ought to have saved them from such 
error. 

Further, note that the Father’s message to the Son 
came to his consciousness mediated through the lan- 
guage of the Old Testament. The implication of this 
is that our Lord’s mind must have been saturated with 
Scripture from boyhood. 

Matthew 4:1.—Then was Jesus led up. In Mark’s 
account an even stronger word. is used (cf. Mark 1: 
12). The first result of the new baptism was a fresh 
experience of the power of temptation. Not other- 
wise is it still, For new blessing, whether to our- 
selves or to our pupils, will always be followed by 


new tests. If we explain this to the young folks it ° 


may save some of them from unnecessary discourage- 
ment and heartache. 


Verse 3.—The Son of God. The Greek has no 
definite article. The point of the tempter’s suggestion 
was that Christ might have made a ghastly mistake. 
Perhaps he was not even one of God’s children. If 
you are the Son of God, how is it that you are hun- 
gry? Surely, if God really loves you, he would 
give you the power to provide for your needs. It 
was the same temptation as came to Eve in the Gar- 
den. Won't God allow you to eat of any of the trees? 
In. either case it came to this: Does God’ really 
love you? Perhaps we have felt in some moment of 
trouble something of the force of the same temptation. 
Adam and Eve had a thousand answers which ought 
to have been ready to their hand, yet they could think of 
none till it was too late’ The Lord Jesus had no 


*Or, This is my Son; my beloved in whom I am well.y;;-: sSWeF the material realm,,-He.was starving and 


lonely. Yet he:never faltered. His serenity never 
deserted him. He was there suffering because it was 


his Father’s will, and- that. will for Christ was good 


and perfect and acceptable (Rom. 12:2). 
Verse 4—Man shall not live by bread alone. Man’s 


needs are. spiritual as well as material — God-given - 


food for the body and .God-given-facis for the soul. 


And the. latter is even more important than the for- 
mer, 


Verse :5.—Set him on the pinnacle of the temple. 
There is nothing whatever to suggest that ‘this was not 
an.actual physical experience. The nature of the tem- 
tation may-be summed up thus. The Lord Jesus had 
not succumbed to the temptation to distrust. His faith 
was triumphant: Therefore the ‘Devil will tempt him 
on the very side where he has been so triumphant. 
You say you trust God. Very well then. Prove that 
you really do it. Here is a promise from what you 
say is the Word of God. Put God to the test. Again 
you will observe that this is just the way in which 
the Devil so often assails us. When we have, by God’s 
grace, won a-victory, how often is that very victory 
the occasion ,of a defeat following quickly after. 


Verse 7.—Thou shalt not make trial.. The: answer 
of the Lord Jesus to this challenge is exceedingly im- 
portant. He says in effect, the promise that you quote 
does not apply .in these circumstances. 

I remember a mother during the early months of 
the World War coming to me about her boy. She 
quoted another verse from the same Psalm, the ninety- 
first, from which the Devil’s temptation here was 
drawn. She ‘said she believed her boy would come 
through safely. because God had given her that prom- 
ise. I pointed her to this experience of the Lord Jesus, 
and warned her. lest she should be thinking that the 
promise had been given her by God as applying to her 
case when pérhaps she was mistaken. The next week 
her boy was killed. We need to be very sure when 
we attempt to apply one of God’s promises that it 
really does bear upon our own circumstances. Christ 
said clearly that this promise did not apply to him 
in those circumstances that the Devil himself had 
contrived. 


Verse 8.—All the kingdoms of the world. These 
shall yet be the dominion of our Lord Jesus Christ 
(Rev..11: 15). Here the force of the temptation seems 
to have been this. Upon certain terms you can have 
these kingdoms now. I will withdraw my opposition 
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to. your. taking possession. of them. . God’s will shall 
be fulfilled. Only upon certain terms. By agreeing 
to these terms you will. abbreviate pre period required 
for the accomplishment of the pur eyses of God. You 
| will obviate much human sufferZ ~. You will avoid

the cross. Why not let us agree? “But to do so would 


have involved the Lord Jesus in compromise with a 
personality bitterly opposed to his Father. It would 
have meant making terms with one who hated God. 
It would have implied that the Devil could save the 
world better than God could do. And it would have 
meant that, even supposing Satan had intended to 
fulfill his promise, the Lord Jesus would have deprived 
himself of the opportunity to deal with the question 
of sin. For there would then have been no cross, 
consequently no atoning death.

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


Baptism.—/ have need to be baptized of thee (3: 
14). The Lord Jesus, in spite of John’s protest, had 
to become one of the rest of us, even to the matter of 
baptism. After the country carpenter life in the un- 
savory village came the further mixing with the “com- 
mon herd” which followed his spectacular preaching. 
Then came the successful contest with the same cun- 
ning enemy along the identical lines that all of us 
know so well. The one who can feel for and sym- 
pathize with the man and woman of the small and 
scant place is not the son and daughter of the Old 
Millions, but the one -who himself has come out of 
that corner of self-denial and struggle. This is. the 
reason Christ can be so close and~precious to us all. 
John Baptist could not understand why the Lord, the 
Exalted One, should come down to him into the 
water. And there -are. still many who cannot under- 
stand why Christ should be so “common.” The com- 
mon people heard him gladly (Mark 12:37). Our 
Lord’s condescension is one of the things hard to un- 
derstand. John Baptist was puzzled by it. The 
Pharisees and Sadducees were offended by it. The 
Lord Jesus got right down with the crowd’ Here we 
see him with the “rag-tag-and-bobtail” that was at- 
tracted to the Jordan by this first Billy Sunday who 
called the soldiers a bunch of kickers and the Phari- 
sees a nest of vipers, and who warned them to repent 
and flee from the wrath to come (v. 7). The Lord 
was a part of that very mob. He came down from 
Galilee to identify himself with it. Jesus and the mob 
(I use the word advisedly) were always close together. 
They were arotfnd the door when the roof was torn 
open. ‘They were rushing around the shore in a 
five thousand crowd when he had to feed them (Mark 
2:4; 6:33ff). In the church I attend, when babies 
are to be baptized, the parents line up in front of the 
congregation and “let ’em cry!” no matter who. When 
there is to be a baby baptized in the Old Millions 
family, it is called a “christening” and the minister 
sprinkles the water and reads the service at home 
secure from the “plain people.” Our Lord could have 
had a private baptism, as with Philip and the eunuch 
(Acts 8: 36), but he made himself one of us, a coun- 
try carpenter in the Jordan mob. After the baptism 
came the temptation, making him one of us in this 
common experience also. “In all points tempted like 
as we are” (Heb. 4:15). 


“Sacred Moments”—And lo, a voice out of the 
heavens, saying, This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased (3:17). As I take up this text I 
am sure you will agree with me that I cannot do 
better than to pass on to you the following beautiful 
idea from Dr. Floyd W. Tompkins, the rector of 
Philadelphia’s great Episcopal Church, Holy Trinity, 
Phillips Brooks’ old church. Says Dr. Tompkins in 
The Philadelphia Ledger: “I love to read how the 


form of a dove rested upon him. Our faith and our 
love are renewed, and we are refreshed as we go back 
to words and places associated with the most sacred 
moments of our lives.” Such sentiments as these may 
explain the increasing popularity of the “Old Home 
Day” and “Back to Town Week.” As Riley sings: 


Let’s go back to Grigsby Station 
Where we used to be so happy and so poor. 


The “sacred moments of our lives” go ticking around 
the old swimmin’ hole, the little old school house — 
red, white-washed, or just raw boards,—the big 
cherry tree, where we used to risk our little necks 
in pulling in the thickly fruited top branches and eat 
’em like grapes, where we first discovered we had a 
heart and cut Her initials on the silver maple tree, 
those sacred moments. when our angels beheld the 
Father’s face (Matt.. 18:10). .Those were the days 
when likely we -were more pleasing to the Father 
than we have sometimes been since, times when the 
world and the flesh and that party mentioned in the next 
paragraph have had their way with us... But thank the 
Lord, there always is a way back, and the Lord Jesus 
is the Way (John 14:6). 


A Smoke Fight.—Then: the devil leaveth him; and 
behold, augels came and. ministered unto kim (4:11). 
Always remember this:when you:have-a. fight.with. the 
Devil: If you knock: him out you .are not..going, to 
be left sore and bruised and -bleeding and_ blind.

Have you never -noticed, after you have had 
a struggle with a sore .temptation.and.have come off 
victorious, .what an exaltation you.have had? Well, 
that is the angels, always at hand (Psa. 34:7). Some 
years ago, one night after I had quit the use of 
tobacco, I was alone in New York City. I had just 
enjoyed a fine dinner.at the Old Murray Hill Hotel, 
then noted for its delicious dinners. I-was not a 
theater-goer, and at that time I did not know the ° 
Rescue Missions, “McAuley,” “Bowery,” ‘Doyers 
Street,” and the like, as I do now. A big dinner, alone, 
nowhere to go. If ever a seasoned smoker ever hun- 
gered for his smoke that is the set-up. I strolled down - 
Forty-second Street chewing licorice root. At Broad- 
way there was a big tobacco store right on the corner 
with an immense window full of the choicest cigars! 
How good they did look! The voice said, “Go in and 
get a pocket full — you are here all alone — you didn’t 
really swear off, nobody’ll know and you won't have 
to eat crow.” But I said, “Look here, William H., 
you just take it out in window shopping, for you are 
not going to get a single whiff this. night!” I held 
the Old Man’s nose up against that plate glass window 
for a long time while the fight was on. People stop- 
ped to see what it was I was seeing. It came nine 
o’clock, and I turned back to my hotel and to bed.

THE PRINCIPLE OF CONCENTRA- 
TIoN.—Organize the lesson around 
one central and important truth 
whenever possible. 





HE fact that we have in the lesson 

two separate incidents in the life of 
our Lord need not make impossible the 
application of the principle suggested 
above. In fact, the closer study of their 
relationship will the rather suggest it. 
Not only the fact that both centered 
upon the same subject, but the evident 
presence and function of the Holy Spirit 
in both, are suggestive. However, that 
which outstands in both, and that which, 
with no risk of too much repetition, needs 
to be strongly taught is the deity of Him 
who came to John for baptism, and who 
was driven ‘of the Spirit into the wilder- 
ness to be tempted of the Devil. John’s 
reticence is the human testimony and 
the phenomena from the parted heavens 
are the divine testimony at the time of 
the baptism.” 

Again, what is the meaning of Satan’s 
repeated, “If thou be the Son of God” if 
not indicating knowledge that this unique 
claim. had just been made for Christ? 
Indeed, each one of the three temptations 
was aimed at this very thing — the over- 
throw of the deity of the Lord. The 
answers of the Lord indicate clearly that 
he was more than human —that he was 
divine as he was claimed to be. The 
appeal to his divine nature to meet the 
need of ‘his human nature was repelled 
from the citadel of-that divine nature; 
the attack upon his deity through mis- 
quoted: Scripture is foiled by the Word 
of God; the attempted overthrow of any 
claim to deity is so strongly resented that 
“the devil Jeaveth him.” Thus his 
Heaven-announced character vindicated 
ne Ad- 
versary, and he goes forward to his mis- 
sion divinely attested and Devil-acknowl- 
edged as the Son of God.

For Primary Teachers 
By Mrs. Eleanor B. Hatton 


EAD the third and fourth chapters of 

Matthew, also Luke 2: 39-50. Many 
of thg little folks cannot do much study- 
ing, and do not get much help at home. 
So it is probably the best to present these 
lessons in the life of our Lord in simple 
story form, asking questions to keep up 
interest, always reviewing the lesson of 
the previous week, and trying to keep the 
story thread straightened out in the mind 
of each child. 

The class will remember that at the 
close of our last lesson, the little kingly 
Child was in Egypt, where he was kept 
until the death of the king who sought 
his life. When his parents brought him 
back, they went up to Nazareth in Gali- 
lee, their old home. It was here the 
little Boy grew up. No doubt he often 
gathered wood for his mother, or brought 
water for her to use from the roadside 
well. As he became older, he helped his 
father in the carpenter’s shop, and learned 
to be a carpenter himself. Be sure to tell 
the children briéfly of the incident Luke 
gives of his first visit with his parents 
to the Passover Feast at Jerusalem, of 
his deep interest in his Father’s business, 
causing him to tarry behind in his 
Father’s house. Yet he obeyed his par- 
ents, and went back to Nazareth to con- 
tinue his everyday duties until he was 
about thirty years old. This was the age 
when a priést took up his duties in the 
Temple. 

About this time God spoke to John 
the Baptist and told him to tell the people 
to repent and get ready for their King. 
Isaiah, one of tke messengers about whom 
we studied last year, told the people of 
John and his message. 

When John came he did not look a 





bit like a king’s messenger. He lived

alone out of doors, ate locusts and wild 
honey, and wore plain, rough’ clothes. 
We believe that while he was alone out 
in the desert, he often talked with God, 
and listened to God’s message. So when 
he came to give this message to the 
people, he thought more of being true 
to God than of pleasing men. He told 
the people of their sins, and said, “Re- 
pent ye; for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand.” Great crowds from Jerusalem, 
all Judza, and other places came and 
listened to his message. Some were sorry 
for their sins, confessed them, and were 
baptized by John. 

As John baptized the people he told 
them of One coming after him, much 
greater than he, who could cleanse them 
from sin and baptize them with the Holy 
Spirit.

Si fellows, wouldn’t you think the 
Devil would have kept his hands off the 
Lord Jesus? He surely knew that Christ 
was the Son of God (Matt. 8: 29; Luke 
8:28). There is no limit to the Devil’s 
audacity.: He took the Lord up into a 
high mountain (Matt. 4:8) to tempt 
him. We should not wonder that the 
Devil does not hesitate to intrude, even 
into our most sacred thoughts, when we 
remember that he tried to inject himself 
into the intimate plans of God for eter- 
nity. 

I think it well worth while that we 
recognize the personal reality of the 
Devil, fellows. He is here, and for the 
very definite purpose of destroying you, 
body and ‘soul. He has logic, he has wit 
and skill and endurance, He is very 
powerful and resourceful, much more so 
than any human being. You cannot beat 
him. In. the contest with him you are 
whipped even before. you begin to fight. 
He is second only to God himself, in 
power, and that is why he is unbeatable 
through merely moral or human effort. 
But, praise the Lord, the Devil’s power is 
inferior to God’s power, and that’s the 
key to our escape from the Devil’s de- 
signs upon us. And the key to God’s 
power is prayer. 

It is interesting to me, fellows, that 
Christ met Satan’s assaults with -Scrip- 
ture. He answered with “It is writ- 
ten.” Then the Devil left him and an 
angel came and ministered unto him. 
Have you ever tried it, fellows? Mem- 
orize some passages of God’s Word for 
use when tempted to sin. You will find 
them effective. Here are a few selected 
ones: 1 Corinthians 10:13; Hebrews 2: 
18; 2 Timothy 1:12; Romans 8: 37-39; 
16:20. There are many others. The 








OW fascinated girls of the nine- 

teenth century were with the stories 
of the young Queen Victoria's. training 
in childhood and youth, for though born 
to be a queen she was first trained to be 
a woman.

Certainly no other nation has even ap- 
proached perfect obedience to the first 
great commandment. 

We must not, on the other hand, be- 
little or count as no consequence the fine 
and noble things that some nations have 
done. Great Britain in her mandatory 
relationships with Palestine and Egypt 
has displayed many noble and unselfish 
principles, The United States Govern- 
ment in protecting Cuba from Spain, in 
the development of the Philippine Islands, 
and in responding to appeals for help 
from such small governments as Haiti, 
cannot be accused of selfishness or self- 
aggrandizement, but no nation as yet has 
ever in all its relationships practiced the 
Golden Rule. 





There is another angle that will help 
us see why this is true. We often hear 
the proverb that no chain is stronger 
than its weakest link. In a measure this 
is true of nations. No nation will ever 
be able to practice the Golden Rule com- 
pletely until every individual connected 
with its government is practicing the 
Golden Rule. We know that no such 
condition will exist until the Lord Jesus 
Christ returns to set up his righteous 
reign over the nations of the earth. Hence 
our need to pray that prayer of the apos- 
tle, “Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 

'*We must be caréful, however, lest, in 
the knowledge of the impossibility of per- 
fectly keeping the Golden Rule, we cease 
to strive for national righteousness. Bet- 
ter a few cases where’ the Golden Rule is 
applied between nations than none at all, 
and as Christians we have a responsibil- 
ity, in so far as ¥e can, to support such 
measures that make for peace and right 
dealings nationally and internationally. 
How can we hope to have a part in the 
righteous millennial reign of the Lord 
Jesus if we do not do all that is in our 
power for national righteousness now, 
even though we are aware’ that anything 
like perfection cannot be expected until 
the Lord returns?

Bible Study Helps for the Interna- 
tional Sunday School Lessons for 1930. 
By Marion McH. Hull, M.Sc., M.D. 
(Walter W. Brown Publishing Co., At- 
lanta, Ga., $1.25.) Many Sunday-school 
teachers and Christian workers will re- 
call the name of Dr. Hull in connection 
with his work as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Sunday-school Work for the 
World’s Christian Fundamentals Asso- 
ciation, in which capacity he prepared 
the Whole Bible Lesson Course for a 
number of years. Dr. Hull’s study 
helps on the International Uniform Les- 
sons for 1930 are both compact and rich 
—a rare combination. For each lesson 
of the year a brief “Word Study” of 
the principal lesson verses is first given, 
going back to the original language and 
throwing new light on many familiar 
words and passages. Then comes a 
simple “Analysis” that will help the 
teacher in fixing in his or her mind the 
prominent subdivisions of the lesson. A 
“Lesson Treatment” follows, adhering 
to the outline suggested in the Analysis. 
Here many searching and thought-pro- 
voking questions are asked, many of 
which are answered by Scripture refer- 
ences. The book is bound in sturdy 
blue cloth and is of a size (7%4x4%2) 
that will slip easily into the coat pocket, 
thus making’ a convenient and yet in- 
tensely practical and keen tool, true:.to 
the Word, for both the Sunday-school 
superintendent and teacher. 


D. L. Moody. His Message for To- 
day. B Gwies R Erdman, (F. 
Revell Co, New York, $1.50.) The 
abiding character of D. L. Moody’s work 
is evidenced by the volumes that con- 
tinue to appear concerning him, Pro- 
fessor Erdman’s book is “a concise, ee 
to-date and appreciative errant, 
is based upon his personal ty, 
and intimate aquaintance with Moody. 
He rightly focuses attention on the 
practical value of Moody’s message 
(which is after all the Gospel message) 
for today, and it might help those who 
emphasize only an educational or social 
message if they would contrast the re- 
sults of their work with the far-reaching 
good wrought upon men and institutions, 
arid even upon the nation, by Moody’s 
work under the power of God. 


The Stewardship Life. By Karl 
Kretzschmar. (Concordia Publishing 
Hotse, St. Louis, $1.) It is not the 
purpose of this fine little treatise to pre- 
sent plans for effective money-getting. 
For, the author assures us, the giving of 
money is only a part of stewardship, or 
consecration. In fifteen studies, each of 
which begins with a pointed illustration, 
the subject is defined, proved from the 
Book, and applied in a very practical 
manner to everyday living. Giving is 
urged—regular, systematic, and cheerful 
—and emphasis is laid upon teaching our 
children the privilege of so doing. ‘Many 
forceful sentences wil! stand out in the 
reader’s mind, such as, “If one. desires 
to know how much progress he has 
made in Christian life, let him observe 
the depth of his joy when giving.” The 
author shows also the futility of bazaars, 
sales, and rummage auctions in the 
church; and he affirms with refreshing 
certainty that “philanthropy that ad- 
dresses itself to the temporal ills of man- 
kind and leaves out consideration of the 
soul needs is not good stewardship.” 


The Missionary Education of Primary 
Children. By Wilhelmina Stooker. 
(Friendship Press, New York, $1.) A 
group of thoughtful and enthusiastic par- 








ents and teachers invite the reader to-sit 
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down with them to consider informally 
how our little ones may come to under- 
stand the children in other countries. 
Emphasis is laid upon the all too fre- 
quent abuse of our Italian, Mexican, 
Negro, and Oriental neighbors, and very 
worth while indeed are the plans sub- 
mitted for bettering this condition. But 
Miss Stooker holds the modern idea that 
Missionaries are not people who go forth 
merely to preach the Gospel to lost souls; 
and she makes no mention of the fact 
that though the children of every race 
be trained into democratic, friendly feel- 
ings for each other, they remain still 
in need of the Saviour’s atoning blood. 
However, the studies are well written 
and have such practical bearing on the 
everyday life of the child, that the dis- 
cerning réader will find them of much 
value in home and Bible School teach- 
ing. 


Miasions in Principle and Practice. 
By W. H. Knight, A.B., Th.D. (Sun- 
day School Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, Nashville, Tenn., 60 cents.) 
Christian workers often wish for a for- 
eign missions manual in which is out- 
lined the principal facts concerning 
heathen countries, peoples, religions, and 
the like. There are also younger Chris- 
tians who desire to begin a study of this 
subject, as well as those in mission study 
classes who would take it up in a fuller 
sense. Dr. Knight’s book, with its array 
of references, facts, and figures, meets 
the definite need of all these classes. The 
treatise falls into two divisions: first, 
missionary principles as revealed in God's 
Word; second, the methods of bringing 
these principles into action. In regard 
to the first, one regrettable sentence ap- 
pears: “This work is grounded on the 
theory :that. ‘In the beginning. God cre- 
ated the heavens and the earth.’” One 
cannot help wishing that the word “fact” 
or “assurance” might have’ been used in- 
stead of “theory.” God’s Word does not 
deal with theories; But the book is com- 
mendable in that it shows the utter im- 
possibility of trying to heal the world’s 
open sores by moral reform, a social pro- 
gram, or the remodeling of heathen re- 


ligions. Only Christ can do this, as is. 


clearly stated. For convenience of 
teachers, a synopsis is given after each 
chapter, also a questiorinaire at the end

Consuming Love. By O. A. Geise- 
man. (Concordia Publishing House, St. 
Louis, 60 cents.) When reading the 
lives of great missionaries who loved 
without striving for it and suffered with- 
out being proud of it, one readily ac- 
quiesces to Spurgeon’s mighty appeal, 
“If you were meant by to be a mis- 
sionary, I should not like it that you 
should dwindle down into a king.” Ex- 
quisite in print, picture and general 
make-up, this brief but comprehensive 
and winsomely written account of -Jud- 
son, and his glorious, beautiful Ann, will 
bring light to the eye, and quickened 
beat to the heart of even those who 
have read of them many times before. 
There is also included an illummating de- 
scription of Burma, its country, history, 

people, customs, and religions, all of 
which’ makes the ‘book especially ‘attrac- 
tive to mission study classes, 


The Missionary Imperative. Edited 
by Elmer T. Clark. (Cokesbury. Press, 
Nashville, Tenn.; $2.) Last January a 
missionary conference was held at Mem- 
oad under the auspices of the Board of 

issions of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, . South, the objectives being 
spiritual and inspirational. This book 
contains the addresses given. Strong 
are the declarations of Bishop Warren 
A. Candler in an address on “The Su- 
preme Saviour.” “Our supreme Re- 
deemer never directed his followers to 
seek the help of the authors and agents 
of pagan cults to save the race of man. 

He asks not the representatives 

of heathen faiths to assist his servants 
in discovering or making, in their re- 
spective lands, concrete roads to God. 
If . . . people in heathen lands re- 
spond to the ‘ preaching of the Gospel by 
saying, ‘We will not accept your re- 
ligion until all the evils in your own 
land are extirpated,” we will have to 
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say to them, ‘Well, in your folly of re- 
jecting Christianity for such a senseless 
reason you must remain without ,God 
and without hope until you renounce 
such captious objections to the great sal- 
vation which is offered to you by 
Christ.” This is in the true apostolic 
vein. Profoundly moving to the Christian 
heart is chapter seven, “My Conversion 
to Christ,” by 'Wladislaw. Dropiowski, 
of Poland. This is-a book containing 
little with which the conservative be- 
liever could disagree and much in which 
he can delight. 


Trail-Makers in Other Lands. By Ina 
S. Lambdin. Sunday School Board. of 
Southern Baptist Convention; Nashville, 
Tenn., 60 cents cloth, 40 cents paper.) 
Did you know that a nine-pound cannon 
ball once shot straight through the ceil- 
ing and landed in the arms of a mission- 
ary in China? And that a terrible-snake 
spit deadly poison right into the face and 
eyes of another missionary out of doors 
in Africa? How God’s overseas service 
men can-pass through such experiences 
and: yet live to tell the tale is thrillingly 
recounted in this little course of mission 
study for Juniors. And it is refreshing 
to read of these less known missionaries 
who were yeritable pioneers and heroes 
of the cross, even as Judson, Moffat, and 
Duff. There are helps and hints for 
teaching each chapter, as well a3 games, 
riddles, and amusement suggestions for 
the mission study class.. 


Adolescent Worship. By Gerrit Ver- 
kuyl, Ph.D. (Fleming HL Revell Co., New 
York, $1.50.) Are we making a graven 
image of God? Do we indulge in pray- 
ing as do the pagan priests, conning over 
and over the same set phrases each day? 
Are we teaching ‘young -people to«“‘visit 
with God,” even as in school they are 
taught other sciences less important and 
profound? Thus pertinently. Dr. Ver- 
kuyl calls attention to thé .well-nigh. uni- 
versal errors in worship; and in a most 
comprehensive study, points out the way 
to a well prepared and God-honoring de- 
votion. The author has particularly in 
mind the senior high school youth, and 
deals definitely with his private and group 
praying, usé‘of Scripture, hymnody, ‘and 
also with the order of service in church 
school and. young people’s society. There 
is perhaps not enough emphasis laid upon 
the. fact that artistic appreciation of 
scenic beauty or man-made magnificence 
is not worship. It is regrettable also 
that reference is made in bibliographies 
to such-:Modernistic: writers as Moffatt, 
Royden, ‘and Fosdick. But the discrim- 
inating reader will find every chapter 
replete. with helpful warnings and sug- 
gestions, which, if the indwelling Spirit 
be. present, will prepare the heart for 
real audience with the King. 


The Christ Who Is All. By Amos 
John Traver. (United Lutheran Publi- 
cation House, Philadelphia, $1.) “The 
religion of young people must be Christo- 
centric if it be Christian. He will be ‘all 
in all or not-at-all’” Thus forcefully 
the author strives to halt some. of the 
crucifying hammers of the twentieth 
century youth—one..cruel- blow. of .which 
would make Christ “awfully interesting,” 
and would. affirm that “everybody. .ad- 
mires him.” In ten beautifully, written 
studies, young. people are urged f6. put 
Christ first in their affection, attitudes, 
allegiance, action, and aspirations. Occa- 
sionally, however, the author’s position 
seems faulty. He says, “Whether the 
problem be of public or private: life; ‘its 
solution is found in thinking of: Jesus.” 
And again, “Trying with might and 
main to be more like Christ every day 
will bring understanding of Christ.” All 
this can be true only when the love of 
Christ has first been divinely planted in 
the heart, for “the natural man _ re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God; .. . neither can he know 
them.” Each chapter ends with queries 
for discussion, and the entire book is so 
enriched with fine illustrations and with 
the best of religious verse that,. used 
with care, it will be greatly helpful. in 
young people’s evangelism. 


The Boy Scout and His Law. By 
Barry Chshacrs. (The Macmilian Co., 
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New York, $1 .25.) Twelve laws make 
up the Scouts’ code. Like all other pre- 
cepts, they take on new life when they 
are explained and illustrated. Mr. Chal- 
mers gives twelve familiar talks on the 
Scout laws, telling what each one means, 
and then illustrating it by splendid 
stories of things that the Scouts have 
really done in the United States. After 
reading a few of these striking incidents, 
a.boy would just be looking for a chance 
to put that law into practice. For in- 
stance, under the heading “A Scout. is 
Loyal,” there is the story of an Eagle 
Scout who discovered a. broken live trol- 
ley..wire in a Massachusetts town on a 
winter night. For hours he stood guard 
at the danger point, warning pedestrians 
and passing motorists, until linemen. could 
be sent to the spot. There are many 
stories of spectacular rescues from fire 
and water, and* many others of perhaps 
more commonplace but just as praise- 
worthy deeds of courage. It is well un- 
derstood that the Scout movement 
includes boys of all creeds in. its mem- 
bership, but it is regrettable that = 
author feels it necessary to say that ‘ 
the Scout law we have the key to the 
kingdom of righteousness. It is 
practical Christianity. It believes in 
‘salvation by character’ and the ‘brother~ 
hood of man.’” Though this is undouwbt- 
edly true of the movement as a whole, it 
is not the case where the Scoutmastet is 
. Christian and a believer in the Word 

God. The Scout movement in the 
United States at present has a member- 
ship of 800,000 boys, and it is setting 
before them-high ideals and giving them 
wholesome, outdoor interests. In view 
of this fact, this volume is a valuable 
one, for boys who read it will want: to 
live up to the Scout law. 


Broken Bread for Daily Use. By the 
Rev. Evan H. Hopkins. (James Pott and 
Company, New York, $2.00, and Sam- 
uel Bagster and Sons, Ltd., London.) 

“It 
is not by strain and effort that we be- 
come fruitful. As with growth, so with 
fruitfulness, it- is not energy that is 
needed so much as a healthful condition 
of the soul.

Va- 
‘ious. types of posters are shown, after 
which ‘the reader is taken step by step 
through the process of making a poster. 
.Such_ subjects as “Appropriate Pic- 
tures,” “Planning the Arrangement,” 
“Cut-Paper Posters,” “Printed Letters,” 
and others are fully discussed and illus- 
trated. A chapter on “Ideas for Post- 
ers”. is filled with suggestions.

Forty years ago last July, the South Africa General Mission was organ- 
ized through the prereress efforts of the saintly Andrew Murray, Mr. 
and Mrs. Osborne Howe, of South Africa, and the Founder, Mr. Spencer 
Walton. From a little company of six the mission has grown until now 
there is a force of white workers of one hundred and fifteen and a 
native ministry of nearly three hundred. At first the work was known 
as the Cape General Mission, but after taking under its wing. other 
smaller missions it took on the present name. The late Dr. F. B. Meyer 
and Pastor C. H. Spurgeon did a great deal to pray this mission into 
existence, and remained its warm friends throughout their lives. 

The South Africa General Mission is both International and Interde- 
nominational, having councils in London, England and Brooklyn, N. Y., 
besides subsidiary councils in a number of our larger cities of the United 
States and in Toronto, Canada. 


TERRITORY OCCUPIED ; 

The first re heathen field to be opened up was that of Swaziland, 
where God has given many tokens of His favor. We are. now workin 

in nine different countries in South and South Central Africa, and in af 
these territories there are a number of converts living and working for 
Christ.

The Constitution of the Christian and Missionary; Alliance declares ; ‘‘ The objects sought by this Society include the following : 

‘*To promote unity of faith inthe Lord Jesus in His fulness, earnest effort for the conversion of souls, and the deepening of the spiritual 
life of Christians everywhere; by means of teaching and testimony in the power of the Holy Spirit, without reference to ecclesiastical: uni- 
formity, but in cordial sympathy with all evangelical Christians and organizations. 

_‘*To hasten the return of our Lord by following His program for this age, which is to ‘preach this gospel of the Kingdom in all the 
world for a witness to all-nations,’-and ‘to take out of them a people for His Name,’ as He said, ‘Go ye into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature, teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you.’ Its aim is to engage in only such activities 


as contribute to world evangelism.’’ 


1. What Is Its Missionary Policy ? 


Its missionary policy is to avoid duplicating existing Gospel agencies 
abroad by directing its efforts to pioneer service among people, tribes, and 
nations where Christ is not named. 

In keeping with this policy,.the. Christian and Missionary Alliance is 
almost solely responsible for French Indo-China, the Republic of Ecuador, 
and French West” Africa.’ Among the areas pation ‘or soon to be 
entered are Eastern Siam, where over three million souls (say it slowly) live 
in darkness without the Gospel light; Baluchistan, for pioneer work in three 
languages; Peru, among the Cashibos, — wild, cannibalistic, jungle Indians ; 
French West Africa, the Taureg tribe‘numbering over 180,000; and East 
Indies, unoccupied portions of North Ditch .Bornéo, West Borneo,’ the 
Celebes, and other islands, where mahypeoples, including various tribes of 
Dyaks, are without the Gospel. 


2: What Are its Methods ? 


Alliance Missionary _ Methods include:—({1) Winning- men to God 
through the preaching of the Gospel, that they may believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and be saved; (2) Instructing every Christian in the. Word of God 
and building believers._up. in the fulness of Christ and of the Holy Spirit; 
(3) Training Spirit-filled men and- women in:the: Word and work of God 
for effective ministry; (4) Building the Church of Christ’ in every land 
according to New Testament standards. 


3. Where Does It Operate ? 


Our present share of the harvest field lies in more than twenty countries 
and principal colonies and includes about: 65,000,000 people, mostly pagans 











~ and Mohammedans. We are solely responsible for the evangelization of 60,- 


.000,000 souls, including 5 percent of the entire Moslem and pagan population 
of the globe. God has committed to this Society the evangelization of large 
pene: in the following countries: India,‘ French West Africa, Sierra 

one, Congo, French Indo-China, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, Chile, Arten- 
tine, West ‘China, Central China, Shanghai, South China, Palestine—Arabia, 
Japan, Philippines, Porto Rico and Jamaica, B: W. I. In addition to preach- 
ing the Word in seventeen different languages, having no other Gospel 
Witness, the Christian and Missionary Alliance through its. missionaries 
and native Christians is also responsible to give the Gospel to large groups 
in the following languages ;—Tibetan, Mandarin, Cantonese, Miao, Japanese, 
Spanish, Quichua, Jivaro, French, German, English, Yiddish, Hebrew, 
Arabic, Bambara, Temne, Kifioti Marathi, Gujarati, and Pushtu.
